More than two years ago the linseed oil 
trust was formed, Later the mills of the 
trust, some forty-two in number, were merged 
into a corporation with a capital of $18,000,- 
000 under the title of the National Linseed

reccéived propositions to turn over their prop- 
erties andtake the securities of the trust 
with some cash, leaving the management of 
each mill in charge of some of the original 
owners on salary. Forty-two mills

_not get such terms as they desired for them, 
“and as soon as the trust or company was 
ready for business there was competition be- 
tween it and the outsiders such as was never 
equaled in that business or exceeded in any 
other industry.

It is my impression that the reason that the 
stock is sellmg at about 15 is because of the 
low price of oil,‘at the pregent price there 
being little profit. I will say, positively, that 
if the company is in financial straits I have 
not been adtised of it.”’ 

Mr. Pettit said there had been no circular 
sent nor statement made by the company to 
the trade or any one concerning ‘the war, ex- 
cept to send out price quotations. The com- 
pany is operated like other similar concerns. 
The product of certain mills is allotted to 
supply the district in which they are located, 
thus saving freights, and in times of depres- 
sion only such as may be operated at least ex- 
pense are run. 

I. G. MeCullogh, Secretary of the National 
Linseed Oil company, asserted that the de- 
cline in stocks fall in the prices of the 
commodity were due solely to the stringency 
of the times. 

“We are confronted by this strange condi- 
tion,”’ observed Mr, McCullogh. “ We have 
no unusually large supply of the product, 
yet the price has been coming down.” 

Cause of Falling Prices, 


According to the manager of the National. 
Linseed Oil company’s works at Nos. 33 to. 
45 West Polk street there is no linseed oil 
trist to be broken up. ‘“ The National Lin- 
seed Oil company,” said he, ** owns about 
forty branches and carries on the manufact- 
ure of oi] in various places in Illinois, Wie- 
consin, Iowa, Nebraska, and other States of 
the Northwest, but it never possessed a mo- 
nopoly and has never seught to create one. 
The company has simply extended its 
business and purchased every factory it had 
the means to acquire but-it has never been 
without powerful opposition. There is no 
break in the company nor has its organiza- 
tion been altered in any particular, but prices 
have undoubtedly fallen greatly. It is usual 
for prices to give way at this season of the 
year but there are exceptional causes now at 
work. One is the great increase of flax pro- 
duction in the pod sieory which has reduced
